1. These Rules may be called the Tea Amendment Rules, 1995. 

2, In the Tea Rules, 1954, tor Sub-rule (2) of Rule 35, the following 
shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“(2) (a) The audited accounts and annual report duly adopted by the) 
Board shall be submitted to the Government within a period of six 
months from the date of dose of the financial year to which the 
accounts and report pertain, 

fb) In case any delay is anticipated in finalisation of the Accounts Re¬ 
port, the Board may approach the Government at least a month in 
advance for extension of time not exceeding three months.”
